3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a method for determining a timing clearance between a valve 
stem and a moving member that includes the step of obtaining values of electrical 
characteristics for intermediate positions of the moving member. As noted in the PCT

neither the Pischinger nor the Schrey references cited on the PCT 210 and on the PTO
